THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


By Floyd C. Shoemaker 


The third and last 
of 
Missouri’s 
governments before being admitted 
to the Union, was officially set in op­ 
eration on October 1, 1812, when Ben­ 
jamin Howard, territorial 
governor, 
issued a proclamation calling for thej 
election of Missouri’s first represen­ 
tative legislature 
and 
delegate 
to 
Congress. 
The Territory of Missouri had been 
created by congressional act of June 
4, 1812, and it was in accordance with 
provisions of this act that Gov. How­ 
ard called for the election on Novem­ 
ber 9, 1812, whch inaugurated repre­ 
sentative government in Missouri. 
Governor 
Howard’s 
proclamation 
divided Missouri Territory into 
five 
counties, and apportioned to each the 
number of delegates which each coun­ 
ty was entitled to elect to the Missou­ 
ri House of »Representatives.

"(4) A more general practice, espe­ 
cially lacking among country banks, to 
analyze the cost of carrying accounts 
and other operating details and the 
establishment of proper service c bar ces 
to make all classes of function profit- 


"(5) A more general application of 
the theory and practice of secondary 
reserves; 
"(6) Avoidance by banks of unuue 
borrowing merely to increase their own 
profits bv relending at higher rates, or 
to over-expand credit to local business 
in order to increase their own busi­ 
ness;

*'(7) Cooperation among bankers in 
local communities through city, county 
or regional clearinghouses so as to 
promote mutually beneficial conditions 
and practices; 
"(8) The 
insistence upon 
nigner 
educational effort and qualifications 
among employees, especially those to be 
trusted with executive duties. 


Legislative Measures Proposed 
"There are some external measures, 
along moderate legislative and super­ 
visory lines, that we also be!ie\e 
would help strengthen banking. Among 
these are: 
“ (1) The broadening in the states 
of branch banking laws where condi­ 
tions warrant an extension of this 
type of banking service to the public; 
“ (2) The establishment of 
sound 
minimum capital funds under which 
banks will be allowed to operate, which 
should be materially higher than now 
prevails in most states; specifically, 
we believe that the minimum capital 
with which any new hank shall be 
chartered, whether state or national, 
ehould be at least §50,000; 
“ (3) The provision of funds and 
regulations to keep the official staffs 
rf all supervisory departments up to 
a level of ability and integrity that 
will 
universally 
inspire 
confidence 
among bankers whose activities they 
are empowered to review', and w ill sup­ 
ply real added defenses to the public 
interests they are appointed to protect, 
“ (4) In connection with the policies 
of bank chartering departments, we 
would recommend that, even to a 
greater extent than is now the prac­ 
tice, the greatest care and moderatioi 
should be exercised in granting new 
charters, so as to guard against over­ 
banking or the launching of new* banks 
by unqualified persons, wThich have 
doubtless been serious factors in the 
bank failure situation in the past. 
“ (5) Also, referring to Federal Re­ 
serve practice not requiring legisla­ 
tion, we believe that the Federal Re­ 
serve Banks should exercise more free­ 
ly their rights to examine banks and 
use their discretionary power to refuse 
rediscount facilities to banks indulging 
in objectionable banking methods.”

In view of the fact that the only 
method of transmission of the malar­ 
ia parasites from man to man is by 
the bite of a certain mosquito, it will 
appear logical that the control of ma­ 
laria might be accomplished through 
any one of the following three fac­ 
tors. 
1. 
Extermination of the Anophe­ 
les mosquitoes which act as carriers 
of malaria. 
A. 
Oiling 
B. 
Paris Green 
2. 
Proper treatment 
of 
malarial 
patients 
3. 
Screening. 
Proper emphasis on any one of these 
would bring about the desired result. 
However, the ideal method of 
at­ 
tack, and the one which is certain to 
attain the ultimate result, is an 
at­ 
tempt to carry out not only one but 
all three of these conditions. 
To those who have read the articles 
that have appeared thus far, it will 
not seem unreasonable to state that 
the proper method of exterminating 
the Anopheles mosquitoes is to 
de­ 
stroy 
their 
breeding 
places. 
The 
reader no doubt wil agree that this 
is almost a futile task since water of 
any description and any amount will 
be used by the female mosquito 
in 
which to deposit her eggs. 
As was 
pointed out in Article Four, the ma­ 
laria mosquito chooses only 
clean 


water, whereas 
other 
types 
will 
breed in any water. 
However, rather 
than attempt to destroy only 
these 
places which might be breeding shel­ 
ters of the Anopheles mosquitoes, it 
is much safer to do away, as far 
as 
possible, with all prospective breed­ 
ing places. 
In carrying out this plan then, it 
is advisable that no tin cans, bottles, 
barrels, or other containers be left 
standisg on 
the 
premises. 
Bottles 
should be broken and tin cans flatten­ 
ed or holes punched in them so that 
they cannot hold water. To any rain 
barrels placed near the house should 
be added a pint of 
kerosene 
every 
week or ten days. 
The oil will keep 
mosquitoes from breeding in 
it and 
will not ruin the water 
for laundry 
purposes. 
Quite often it has 
been 
observed 
that mo-quitoes come from tall grass 
and weeds which has led many to be­ 
lieve that such places serve as their 
breeding haunts. 
By this time 
the 
reader is no doubt aware that such a 
supposition 
is 
contrary 
to 
fact. 
Mosquitf es cannot tolerate the sun 
and for this reason seek shelter dur­ 
ing the day in the high weeds, 
re­ 
maining there until dusk. 
It is well, 
therefore, that brush and tall grass 
be cleared away from all dwelling.-, 
thus forcing the mosquitoes to seek 
shelter at greater 
distances 
from 
habitation.

Economic Policy Commission of 
American Bankers Association 
Recommends Aids to Prog­ 
ress in Banking Business.

LLOWING s nation-wide survey 
banking conditions and opinion 
am.ag bankers, the Economic Policy 
Commission of the American Bankers 
Association has made the following 
recommendations for banking better­ 
ment: 
"Under the category of improved 
bank management specific improve­ 
ments we might summarize are: 
"(1) Liquidation or consolidation of 
banks where changed local economic 
conditions render this desirable; 
"(2) Wider affiliation among state 
banka with the Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem; 
**(S) Development of limited branch 
banking where economic conditions 
and legal authority make this expedi­ 
ent; 
•*(4) A more general practice, espe­ 
cially lacking among country banks, to 
analyse the cost of carrying accounts 
and other operating details and the 
establishment of proper service charges 
to make all classes of function profit­ 
able; 
“ (6) A more general application of 
the theory and practice of secondary 
reserves; 
“ (6) Avoidance by banks of undue 
borrowing merely to increase their own 
profita by relending at higher rates, or 
to ovcr-expand credit to local business 
in order to increase their own busi­ 
ness; 
*‘(7) Cooperation among bankers in 
local communities through city, county 
or regional clearinghouses so as to 
promote mutually beneficial conditions 
and practices; 
—(8) The insistence upon higher 
educational effort and qualifications 
among employeea, especially those to be 
trusted with executive duties. 


Legislative Measures Proposed 
“There are aome external measures, 
along moderate legislative and super­ 
visory lines, that we also believe 
would help strengthen banking. Among 
these are; 
*'(1) The broadening in the states 
of branch banking laws where condi­ 
tions warrant an extension of this 
type of banking service to the public; 
“ (2) The establishment of 
sound 
minimum capital funds under which 
banks will be allowed to operate, which 
should be materially higher than now 
prevails in most states; specifically, 
we believe that the minimum capital 
with which any new hank shall he 
chartered, whether state or national, 
should be at least $50,000; 
“ (8) The provision of funds and 
regulations to keep the official staffs 
cf all supervisory departments up to 
a level of ability and integrity that 
will 
universally 
inspire 
confidence 
among bankers whose activities they 
are empowered to review, and will sup­ 
ply real added defenses to the public 
interests they are appointed to protect. 
“ (4) In connection with the policies 
of bank chartering departments, we 
would recommend that, even to a 
greater extent than is now the prac­ 
tice, the greatest care and moderation 
should be exercised In granting new 
charters, so as to guard against over- 
banking or the launching of new banks 
by unqualified persons, which have 
doubtless been serious factors in the 
bank failure situation in the past. 
“ (5) Also, referring to Federal Re­ 
serve practice not requiring legisla 
tion, we believe that the Federal Re­ 
serve Banks should exercise more free­ 
ly their rights to examine banks and 
use their discretionary power to refuse 
rediscount facilities to banks indulging 
In objectionable bunking methods.”

MAP 0F1HE WORLD 


Cinchona, source of quinine, whose 
300 years of service to civilised man 
was recently celebrated, has proba­ 
bly done more than any other tree to 
change the map of the world. 
“The bark of this once unknown) 
tree that grew wild in the forests of 
South America has made habitable1 
to white men thousands 
of tropical 
areas that 
formerly 
were 
death j 
traps. 
“The powerful enemy 
that 
cin-j 
chona fights so successfully is 
ma­ 
laria. 
Before the discovery of cin-| 
chona and its action, little could 
be 
done to combat 'ague', ‘marsh fever’, j 
and ‘Jungle fever’, as malaria 
was 
called. 
It attacked tens of millions! 
of persons iff the 
tropics 
and the 
warmer and moist regions of the tem - 1 
perate tones, and caused millions of 
deaths. 
It is believed by some his­ 
torians that malaria, nurtured in the 
marshes of the Campaigns, had 
an 
important part in bringing about the 
fall of Rome. 
“In Greece, too, this 
energy-sap­ 
ping disease 
is 
supposed 
to have 
played an insidious role; and 
there 
are some who explain the passing of 
the mysterious Maya civilisation 
of 
Central America as a surrender 
to 
the joint attacks of malaria and yel­ 
low fever. 
“It was when white men began to 
live in the tropical countries 
that 
they came to realise that malaria (or 
the various aliases under which 
it 
passed) was an exceedingly danger­ 
ous enemy. 
Many of the early colo­ 
nists in Mexico, Central and South 
America, India and the East Indies 
died of the disease. 
And then 
the 
tropics at least 
partially 
squared 
their debt by furnishing the one drug 
so far discovered that can success­ 
fully combat malaria. 
“The cinchona tree was first found 
growing wild in forests on the moun­ 
tain 
slopes 
of Columbia. 
Ecuador, 
Peru and Bolivia. 
Tradition has 
it 
that the value of the bark in treating 
malaria fever was 
first 
discovered 
when 
some 
fever-stricken 
Indians 
drank from a pool into which a con- 
chona 
tree 
had fallen, 
and were 
cured. 
“ Medicine 
made 
from 
cinchona 
bark was first used in treating white 
sufferers from 
fever 
in 
northern 
Peru (now* Ecuador) about 1630. Af­ 
ter it saved the life of the Countess 
of Chinchon, wife of the viceroy 
of 


Peru, in 1638 its fame grew rapidly. 
It is to this happy cure that the tree 
owes its name, for in honor of 
th e ‘ 
countess, Linnaeus named it Cincho­ 
na, inadvertantly dropping the 
Arst 
*h\ 
“The powdered bark was soon a ft­ 
erwards introduced into 
Sr^in 
and 
other parts of Europe where it 
was 
known as ‘Countess powder* and *Jes- 
uts’ powder’. 
The latter name 
was 
attached to it because much of it was 
taken to the Old World and distribut­ 
ed by members of the religious order 
returning from America. In England 
it was advertised as 'Feaver Bark’. A 
marked demand developed and within 
a century or so the shipment of 
the 
bark from northwestern South Amer­ 
ica became an 
important 
industry. 
The demand for more and more bark 
resulted in the destruction of all cin­ 
chona trees in reasonable 
reach 
of 
civilized centers, and there seemed 
danger that the trees might be 
ex­ 
terminated. 
“But the world had become so de­ 
pendent on the bitter drug from cin­ 
chona that botanists and merchants 
and statesmen combined to save 
the 
industry by transplanting it. Plants 
and seeds were collected about 
the 
middle the nineteenth 
century 
(in 
many cases secretly) and transported 
to India, Ceylon, and Java. 
The in­ 
dustry failed in Ceylon, but Java is 
now the world’s chief producer of cin­ 
chona with India second 
in 
impor­ 
tance. 
Relatively small quantities of 
the bark a.e 
now 
exported 
from 
South America. 
“By 
nature’s 
strange 
chemistry 
there is manufactured in the bark of 
certain species of cinchona 
tree 
a 
substance-—quinine—that 
is 
sure 
death to the tiny microscopic para­ 
sites that, living in the blood, cause 
malaria. 
The drug also has a 
pre­ 
ventive effect, so that it is indispen- 
sible to both sufferers from malaria 
and those who will be exposed to the 


disease. The Indian government finds 
quinine so important that it main­ 
tains extensive groves of cinchona, 
fosters its growth by private horti­ 
culturists, and operates factories in 
which quinine is extracted from the 
bark. 
Finally the government uses 
its postal machinery to help distrib­ 
ute the medicine eo that one may pur­ 
chase it as easily as he can buy a 
stamp. 
“Plantations of cinchona cover mors 
than 3500 acres in India, and 
from 
them 40,000 pounds of quinine 
are 
produced yoarlg* 
But 
Indian 
uses 
three times k*r production; and 
if 
all her miUteftS sf suffers from ma­ 
laria could be properly treated thou­ 
sands of additioaal pounds would be 
consumed. 
“For a long time cinchona was ad­ 
ministered as a crude infusion from 
the ground bark. 
The pure alkaloid, 
quinine, was first isolated from 
the 
infusion in 1820. 
Now 30 different 
alkaloids can b« 
isolated 
from the 
bark, but quinine is by far the most 
important”.
